‘Student Driving Rules Listed 


Elmhurst is the only public school 
in the city system that permits stu- 
dents parking privileges. Only by Te- 
spect of rules and sensible driving 
can these privileges be continued. Our 
suburban location often makes driving 
a convenience. However we feel that 
entirely too many students drive with- 
out any real need for so doing. Cars 
generally increase a student’s finan- 
‘ial worries, involve accidents and in- 
juries, and cause grades to fall. The 
responsibility of driving rests on the 
student and his parents. School offi- 
cials feel that cars are a hindrance 
to education. 


The following rules will be in ef- 
fect this year for those who drive: 
(1) Students must have a driver’s 
permit, signed by parents, on 
file in the principal’s office. 
A decal for identification must 
be on the windshield, in clear 
sight, of each car a student 
drives. (Obtainable in office — 
25c) 
Once a car is parked in the lot 
it must remain there until noon 
or dismissal time. 
If you leave school at noon and 
return late you have an auto-

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EHS Student Council Embarks 
On First Complete School Year 


The 1964-65 school year will be the 
first full year for the Student Coun- 
cil. 

The object of the student council 
is to maintain a fine school, foster 
a spirit of cooperation and communi- 
cation of ideas between the students 
and faculty, express the views of the 
student body, coordinate and guide 
student activities, maintain a healthy 
physical, moral and mental outlook, 
develop good citizens through experi- 
ence in a cooperative endeavor. 

Dave Dean is president and Greg 
Robers is vice-president. Home-room 
representatievs will be elected the last 
week in September from three nomi- 
nees in each home-room by a secret 
ballot and simple majority. The per- 
son receiving the second most ‘votes 
shall be the alternate. The secretary 
and treasurer shall come from either 
the junior or senior classes and elected 
from the representatives. 

Those wishing to campaign for stu- 
dent council should contact one of the 
officers, or the Guidance Office. A 
student must attend Elmhurst for a 
minimum of one semester to become 
a member of the student council. 
Sophomores will have ex-offico rep- 


resentation during their first semes- 
ter. Any member of the student coun- 
cil must have and maintain a “C” 
average. A member may not fail any 
solid subject for a semester while a 
member of the student council. There 
shall be one representative, or ex- 
officio member and one alternate 
from each home-room. A member may 
not receive a citizenship grade less 
than a “B.” 

A suggestion box is presently in 
the guidance office, but later will be 
located outside in the hall. 

Dave Dean and Greg Robers at- 
tended a Student Council Workshop 
this summer from August 16-22. 
There was a total of 160 students at 
this workshop held at Indiana Uni- 
versity. 

Classes, lectures and informative 
discussions. gave the new president 
and vice-president a list of new ideas 
for our student council. They learned 
methods and procedures of the way 
other such organizations are run. 

Greg described the workshop as “a 
lot of fun. We’ve got a lot of ideas — 
some educational, some social — to 
put to use. One new project is a 
news letter and we’re anxious to see 
how it works.”

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Elmhurst As Senior Student 


One of our new students at Elm- 
hurst this year is a 17-year-old, dark- 
haired Japanese girl named Hiroko 
Sakai (pronounced He-lo-ko Sa-ka-ee), 
or Hiko (Heeko), as she is known to 
her friends, 

Hiko is staying in the home of 
Rose Miller, a senior at Elmhurst. 
Hiko and the Millers are participat- 
ing in the International Christian 
Youth Exchange ((1.C.Y.E.) program, 
in which students from all over the 
world live for a year in America and 
American students spend the same 
amount of time in a foreign coun- 
try. 

The participants in the I.C.Y.E, 
are chosen o nthe basis of their 
scholastic record, abilities to meet 
new situations and get along) with 
other people, and, of course, their 
language background. After a can- 
didate is chosen a local church in 
America, in this case the Lincoln- 
shire Church of the Brethren, it spon- 
sors the foreign student and pays his 
transportation to and from Ameri- 
ca. 
The temporary home in which the 
foreign boy or girl will live is chosen 
only after the conditions in the home 
(including income) are considered 
carefully. This is necessary because 
the whole idea of the program is for 
the student to get an idea of an av- 
erage American family. In this way it 
is hoped that a better understanding 
can be reached between America and 
foreign countries. 

Home in Japan 

Hiko’s Japanese home, Ashiya, is 
one of the most beautiful cities in the 
island country. It is located in the 
northwestern part of Japan about 350 


miles from Tokyo and has a popula- 
tion of 60,000. 

Hiko’s family consists of her father, 
a graduate of Tokyo University, who 
is presently an executive of a clothing 
manufacturing company in Japan; her 
mother, also a graduate of Tokyo Uni- 
versity; her 22-year-old sister, who 
will graduate from Kobe College this 
March and teach English at Kobe 
Junior High; her 69-year-old grand- 
mother; and her pet dog Koro. 

Hiko’s first three years of high 
school have been spent at Kobe Col- 
lege Senior High School, an all-girls 
school with about 500 students and 
50 teachers. She has taken five years 
of English and likes it very much. She 
also likes math. After high school 
Hiko plans to attend Kobe College 
and study in the field of education. 

Tokyo to Ft. Wayne 

For the beginning of Hiko’s ex- 
citing journey, she and twenty-one 
other students from Japan and other 


Asian countries flew from Tokyo to. 


Mendham, New Jersey. Here they par- 
ticipated with 280 foreign exchange 
students “from all over the world in 
a three-day orientation program ¢con- 
sisting of briefings on American cus- 
toms and habits. (They were even told 
that in America it was a custom for 
Jhusbands to help wives with the 
dishes, so the boys would not hesi- 
tate to help wash or wipe! Then on 
July 19 the Millers (Rose, her young- 
er brother John, Mr. and Mrs. Mil- 
ler), who were on their way back 
from the New York World’s Fair, 
picked Hiko up and took her to her 
new “home-for-a-year” Ft. Wayne.

Luers succeeded in making the 
touchdown and the extra point. In 
the second half, O’Reilley received the 
punt for Luers and raced 83 yards 
for a touchdown, leaving the score 
tied at 20-20.

The following instructions are not 
new, but they are needed for the wel- 
fare of all and they apply to everyone. 


If we have made errors in your 
program, please come to the office for 
correction on September 10-11. If you 
are a graduating senior be sure that 
your program will meet graduation 
requirements. Last spring we all 
spent a lot of time making elections; 
so please don’t bother us with need- 
less program changes now. Very like- 
ly you will find some classes incon- 
venient; however, our capacity en- 
rollment makes changes impossible. 


On regular school days the cafeter- 
ia will be open periods 4 and 5. Half 
ef our students are assigned to each. 
No one has two lunch hours. Lunches 
are 35 cents; be sure to have exact 
change. Classes are in session both 
lunch peirods; tehrefore, we must have 
quiet both inside and outside the 
building so that classes may be held 
without interruption. 

School will be open at 7:30 a.m. 
or as soon as your bus arrives. You 
must go straight to your homeroom. 
If you have necessary errands away 
from your homeroom, you must have 
a pass signed by your homeroom 
teacher. Don’t loaf in the halls at 
any time. No student will be in the 
building after 3:25 p.m. except under 
the supervision of a teacher. 

During the lunch hours \the cafe- 
teria and the library will be open, 
and room 132 will be an optional 
study hall.

Hall monitors at Elmhurst High 
have been a subject of varied dis- 
cussion and question. “How ‘are they 
chosen?” “Why wasn’t I a hall moni- 
tor my sophomore year?” “What do 
monitors do?” We have heard these 
and many other questions in the halls 
of EHS concerning hall monitors. So 
we've decided to set the record 
straight. First of all, here is a list of 
rules that hall monitors are to ob- 
serve in carrying out their duties. 


1. When anyone other than a cur- 
rent student enters the building 
or passes a monitor, the moni- 
tor speaks to the person and asks 
where he or she wishes to go. 

2. Monitor takes the person to the

Students new to Elmhurst are es- 
pecially urged to come in and get ac- 
quainted with the counselors.

If 
you need any help in trying to get 
acquainted with Elmhurst, Mrs. Pen- 
nington, Mr. Spencer, and Mr. Zim- 
merman will try to help. 


All students should take advantage 
of the guidance services. The coun- 
selors have information about many 
occupations and are anxious to help 
you select one that suits you. 

Research shows that 56 per cent 
of teenagers wonder what kind of 
work they’re best suited for. 42 per 
cent are in the dark about their own 
real interests. 40 per cent seriously 
question how much ability they actual- 
ly have. 80 per cent ask questions 
such as “What fields are overcrowd- 
ed?” They can furnish materials to 
help answer these questions. 

Seniors, if you plan to go to col- 
lege, come in and browse in our 
shelves of college catalogues and ask 
the counselors more about your chosen 
schools. 

Do you need help in planning your 
high school course, to accomplish 
your goals? Maybe the counselors 
can assist. They are also glad to lis- 
ten to your personal and social prob- 
lems. 

If you are not accomplishing as 
much as you would like to, let them 
try to help you find the difficulty. 
You are urged to go into the guidance 
office and use their services. 

Now a new year is beginning, you 
are starting with a clean slate. Have 
you resolved to do your best? May- 
be this study tip will help. 

“Experts on the subject of read- 
ing recommended that students learn 
to read their assignments more than 
onee. The first reading should be a 
quick one, to get the general idea of 
what the- assignment is about. This 
should be followed by a second read- 
ing, to fit the general picture, and a 
third reading, for details and exact 
meanings. By practicing this method 
of reading, many students have im- 
proved their grades in school. You 
can, too.” 
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main office or to Miss Wimmer’s 
office. 

3.. If person objects to going, mon- 
itor is expected to report to the 
office that said person is in the 
building and his location. 

4, Check student passes. 

5. Balcony monitors report any un- 
usual appearances in the park- 
ing lot and turn them in together 
with car number if necessary. 

6. Monitor should remain on his 
post at all times unless on of- 
fical business. 

7. Monitor does not converse with 
students when on duty beyond 
checking passes. 


A special monitor picks up the ab- 
sence slips from the rooms at the be- 
ginning of each period. These duties 
allow time for study if the monitor is 
not asked by teachers to run errands 
and if he does not allow other students 
to congregrate or talk to. him. In- 
cidentally, any time that a monitor 


needs assistance he may call on the 
principal’s office, the guidance office, 
Miss Wimmer’s office, or any teacher. 

Hall monitors are chosen for their 
good character, reliability, and gener- 
al behavior. The principal’s office and 
Miss Wimmer also goes over the stu- 
dent’s records, including junior high 
records for incoming sophomores. Af- 
ter the students’ eligibility is deter- 
mined, posts are assigned according 
to the study halls which meet the open 
positions. where monitors are needed. 

Older students going into junior and 
senior years, who have already served 
as monitors, have priority over in- 
coming sophomores, as this gives the 
upper classmen a chance to earn more 
points towards a letter (monitors earn 
one point a day), which takes 360 
points. However, if posts are empty 
and no qualified juniors or seniors 
are available, sophomores are con- 
sidered. 

Interested students can become eli- 
gible for monitor posts by applying 
to Mrs. Shaw in the principal’s office 
or to Miss Wimmer in her office. Sub- 
stitutes are also chosen on a regular 
stand-by basis in case a monitor is 
absent, so a student can be a sub- 
stitute even if he is not eligible for 
a regular post.

“The program was well-organized 
and very interest- 
ing to me. We had 
ten lecture days 
with introductions 
to six engineering 


in physics, mathe- 
matics, computer 
use, and library 
use. A highlight of 
the two weeks was 
a demonstration by 
NASA, the space- 
mobile. Accompa- 
nying this were 
three knowledgeable men who dis- 
cussed the future in space. Also, I 
enjoyed hearing about new devices 
and processes in science — the Laser, 
fuel cells, Cyclotron under construc- 
tion at the school freeze-drying and 
irradiating foods. We were encour- 
aged to ask questions throughout the 
lectures. I thought the professors 
were very down-to earth and helpful 
—not anything like the professor im- 
age. We were able to see the plane- 
tarium . . . very new and different. 
I had a full and enjoyable time dur- 
ing my stay. I saw two movies, 
“played” football and basketball, 
swam and passed up a chance to hear 
Governor Scranton speak. Meeting a 
number of fine kids, mostly from 
Michigan, was a pleasant experience. 
I would recommend that qualified 
people apply to such programs.”

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Contract Given 
To Irmscher 


For Addition 


Monday evening, August 25, the 
Fort Wayne City School Board of Ed- 
ucation awarded the contracts for 
Elmhurst’s new addition. The general 
construction contract was awarded to 
Irmscher and Sons, Inc., which had 
submitted the low base bid of $649,- 
900. 

Other bids awarded were to: In- 
dustrial Piping and Engineering on a 
low base bid of $319,960 for plumb- 
ing, heating, ventilating and air con- 
ditioning (for new heating unit in- 
cluded); H & W Electric Co., Inc., a 
bid of $87,100 for electrical work; and 
the Burns Sales Co., a bid of $12,793 
for home economics equipment. The 
board deferred action on the contracts 
for food service equipment and sci- 
ence equipment (bids were Rhodes 
Equipment — $39,96 — and South- 
ern Desk Company — $31,115, re- 
spectively). Awarded contracts now 
total $1,069,753, 

The new addition, designed by 
Strauss Associates, will enlarge the 
school to house from 1500 to 1800 stu- 
dents. It will add 12 new classrooms; 
a cafeteria, holding 500, and kitchen 
(present kitchen and cafeteria will be 
renovated for a library; library will 
include two conference rooms, office, 
and audio-visual room); a new vocal 
music reom, including two practice 
rooms and a larger room with piano 
for ensemble practice; a home eco- 
nomics room consisting of separate 
sewing and cooking facilities; a for- 
eign language lab; a developmental 
reading lab; and separate physics, 
chemistry, and general science-biology 
labs, with a separate room for test- 
ing. The old biology room will be a 
publication room for the yearbook 
and newspaper. The administration 
hopes our new addition, which will be 
two-story, will be completed by fall 
of 1965. 


Students Learn 
Government At 
Ind. University 


Four Elmhurst students enjoyed a 
week of government training at In- 
diana University this summer. Tom 
Fuhrman and Marty Nycum attend- 
ed Boy’s State from June 6-13 and 
Nancy Barton and Sharlene Marsh, 
selected for Girl’s State, went June 
28-July 5. 

The purpose of this activity spon- 
sored by the American Legion is to 
acquaint the students with our state 
government. General government 
classes were held in the mornings, 
with specific classés in speech, law, 
law enforcement, and others in the 
afternoons. Evening programs con- 
sisted of lectures, recreation, and a 
talent show. There were also march- 
ing drills and athletics. 

Everything corresponded to our 
state government. There were con- 
ventions, election primaries and poli- 
tical meetings. Almost everyone ran 
for some kind of office or job, entail- 
ing campaigning, winning, and set- 
ting up offices.

It is really surprising how many 
people read the horoscopes printed 
in newspapers and magazinse.

Then the fact that man’s hap- 
piness depended on phenomena in 
the heavens (fertility of the soil de- 
pendent on amount of sunshine and 
rain, damage by lightning storms, 
earth quakes, etc. led to the con- 
clusion that all the great gods had 
their seats in the heavens. Next the 
priests stepped in an effort to as- 
sociate phenomena observed in the 
heavens with occurrences on earth.

planets (Jupiter, Venus, Saturn, Mer- 
cury, Mars), plus the sun and moon, 
were identified with their respective 
gods. The movements of these heaven- 
ly bodies, representing actions of the 
gods, were considered to cause events 
on earth. 


Thus ancient Babylonians developed 
a system of foretelling involving 
movements, relative positions, and 
peculiarities of courses in the moon, 
sun, stars, planets, more prominent, 
fixed stars, and finally the constella- 
tions (twelve of the zodiac by which 
horoscopes are told). As one can see, 
the endless variations of heavenly 
patterns coupled with the priests’ 
agile imaginations and common sense 
resujted in an infinite number of 
interpretations. 

The Greeks, who developed astrolo- 
gy Jater than the ancient Babylonians, 
associated colors, metals, stones, 
plants, drugs, and animal life of all 
kinds with the gods and put these ob- 
jects under individual divine influ- 
ence. (In this way stones became as- 
sociated with months, as a stone was 
associated with the god the month it 
was-named for. 

The twelve signs, or constellations, 
of the zodiac were later considered 
of 2qual importance with the planets 
in forecasting the future. The Egyp- 
tians believed that each part, of the 
body was influenced by one of these 
signs, and diseases or malfunctions 
of a part were attributed to the move- 
ments of the constellations. 

Another use of the zodiac, called 
judicial astrology, is used with a map 
of the heavens at the hour of birth, 
showing positions of heavenly bodies 
from which their influence may be 
estimated. The sign under which the 
person is born controls his life and 
modifies the malignant or benevolent 
influences of the other planets, the 
sun and the moon. Thus Jupiter may 


indicate riches in one sign, fame in|: 
Saturn 


another, beauty in another; 
similar poverty, obscurity of deform- 
ity.

Unique Worlds Fair Symbol 


Hangs 140 Feet 


The Unisphere, the symbol of the 
World’s Fair, towers 140 feet above 
a reflecting pool. This globe is 120 
feet in diameter with an open grid 
of latitudes and longitudes support- 
ing the land masses. The theme, 
“Peace Through Understanding,” is 
shown by the interrelation of the 
people and lands. 

The nations give examples of their 
cultures in various displays of their 
foods and works of art. Native sing- 
ers, dancers, and musicians provide 
authentic entertainment. Native han- 
dicrafts and industries give an ac- 
curate picture of life in many lands. 

Highty-five nations, approximately 
25 states, and hundreds of companies 
have a combined investment of one 
billion dollars. A common hope in 
everyone of the 150 pavilions is to 
give an accurate picture of the cul- 
tures which have made nations great. 

The Fair is divided into the follow- 
ing different sections: the transporta- 
tion area, the International area, the 
Federal and State area, the Industrial 
area, and the Lake Amusement area. 


An outstanding feature of the 
Transportation area is the Swiss cable 
car. The ride offers a breath-taking 
view of clashing architecture and con- 
veys a feeling of awe at the tre- 
mendous accomplishments of man. 

The Vatican Pavilion in the Inter- 
national area allows visitors to view 
Michelangelo’s “Pieta.” The statue ex- 
presses the sorrow of Mary as she 
holds the dead figure of Christ. This 
move to the Vatican Pavilion is the 
first time the Pieta has been dis- 
turbed from its 400-year rest in the 
Sistine Chapel. 

The exhibits in the State and Fed- 
eral areas combine to give an over- 
all picture of American life. A film 
on United States History is given in 
the Federal Building of the Ameri- 
can exhibit.

The huge Industrial area gives vis- 
itors a view of everything from “A 
Kitchen of the Future” to a demon- 
stration of nuclear fission. The in- 
dustries give a thorough idea of the 
products and methods of today and 
tomorrow. 

The entertainment section in the 
Lake Amusement area provides a 
tasteful display for the enjoyment of 
everyone. Included in the area are 
unique restaurants, rides and cir- 
cuses,

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Attend Camp — 


This summer several Elmhurst stu- 
dents spent 4 weeks at Girl Scout 
Counselor in Training camp. The 
girls were Peg Geyer, Barb Gideon, 
Jane Bourie, Joyce Stevens, and Pam 
Block. 

The C,I.T. camp is a two-year course 
consisting of two four-week sessions 


in which the girls learn to be coun- 


selors. 

Being accepted into training is not 
always a simple matter. At different 
times, a large number of girls apply. 
A girl must first be fifteen or enter- 
ing her junior year of high school. 
Then she must complete a two-page 
application and write themes stating 
why she wants to be a C.I.T., what 
she expects to gain from her train- 
ing, and her most rewarding camp- 
ing experience. Then comes the “Big 
Interview” which eliminates all but 
about fifteen girls who will go to 
camp that summer. 

The C.I.T.’s go to Camp Ella J. 
Logan which consists of approximate- 
ly ninety acres, There are about 
ninety-five campers ranging from 
ages ten to fifteen, and twenty staff 
members. 

During their first year, the C.I.T.’s 
have little contact with. the campers; 
they mainly observe. Instead, primi- 
tive camping skills are learned when 
they are sent out for three days to set 
up a camp on their own. 

The C.I.T’s in their senior year 
have more contact with the’ campers 
as they are actually given opportuni- 
ties to do real counseling. The sen- 
ior year brings more privileges and 
more personal contact with the coun- 
selors. 

The C.1.T. training permits a grad- 
uate of the course to be eligible for 
counselorship in almost any camp in- 
cluding Girl Scout camps. 

The C.1.T. camp is sometimes 2 


- lead up to Professional Girl Scout- 


ing. The professional Girl Scout can 
serve in the following different ca- 
pacities: as an aid to troop leaders, 
as an assistant to the Senior Plan- 
ning Board, as a Camp Director, as a 
member of the Executive Board, or 
as a member of the public relations 
staff. 

Many people believe that Girl 
Scouts sleep on the ground every 
night, eat roasted hot dogs for every 
meal, and eat from bark plates.

The Elmhurst Trojans haye won 
their first three games by impressive 
scores over Central Catholic, Luers, 
and North Side. The Elmhurst Re- 
serve Football team won their first 
game of the season by defeating 
Central Catholic’s Irish by a 26-6 
count. Russ Bush scored Elmhurst’s 
first touchdown on 25 yard end run. 
Mark Merchant ran for the extra 
point. Merchant’s four yard plunge 
scored the Trojan’s second touchdown. 
Steve Hicks threw a 35 yard touch- 
down pass to Dan Walden for Elm- 
hurst’s third counter. Doug Finlayson 
kicked the point after to make the 
score 26-0 in favor when a last sec- 
ond Irish pass connected for a touch- 
down and a 26-6 win for the Trojans. 

The reserve eleven won their sec- 
ond start of the campaign by defeat- 
ing a stubborn North Side team by a 
12-6 score.

know) that things are not and never 
will be in that sorry a state. We 
hope that at least some honest men 
will attempt to gain public office, 
especially the highest office in the 
nation. If an honest man is afraid to 
serve in elected office or is not al- 
lowed to, something is fatally wrong 
with our country’s government. 

When one looks around him, not 
just at politicians, he also starts to 
wonder if perhaps something is 
wrong with Americans’ attitudes. It 
is bad enough to see mud-slinging and 
dishonesty in high officials, but it 
seems worse (though possibly it isn’t) 
when a person sees it in the others 
around him. This dishonesty is not 
necessarily the kind of dishonesty 
that would be prosecuted by law, al- 
though sometimes perhaps prosecu- 
tion would seem justified. We are 
speaking of the general attitude of 
people trying to get around laws, to 
evade responsibility (comomnly 
known as “passing the buck”), to 
get by with all they can. 

Too many people’s actions say, 
“It’s alright as long as I can get 
away with it.” Too many people break 
little laws and think it’s alright be- 
cause “It’s not an important law.” 
Too many people cheat on their in- 
come tax with the idea that “Who’s 
going to get hurt?” Obviously, these 
people don’t stop to think that laws 
and rules were made for a purpose. 
Otherwise there would be no need 
for them. (When individuals infringe 
on another’s rights, laws have to be 
passed to protect these inalienable 
rights. As for cheating on income 
tax, who is cheated? The govern- 


ment, of course. Question: Who is the 


government? Answer: WE are! So 
we’re really cheating ourselves out 
of that money, eventually. 

But this petty cheating deprives us 
of something in another way. Our 
morals are cheated; This is a break- 
down in our basic concepts of de- 
cency, of human dignity, of all ethi- 
cal conduct, of the foundation of our 
country. Yet, how many think of a 
little cheating in that way? Sure, 
“Everybody cheats on his income 
tax.” “Everybody gets the answers 
for that English quiz.” “Everybody 
cheats on the history quizzes.” ‘Hv- 
erybody runs stop signs.” The list is 
endless. But does that make it right? 

Another thing that makes a per- 
son wonder if there is something 
lacking in people today: Ever notice 
how a fellow is embarrassed to talk 
about decency, honesty, or truth?

Latin is not 
and has not been the language of 
any country for several centuries. It 
does, however, have great values in 
other ways. So important has Latin 
been held in the minds of educators, 
that through the depression years of 
the thirties, when the school curricu- 
lum was curtailed to a minimum, 
Latin was retained. Surely Latin must 
have great value to survive in a mod- 
ern world. 

“The majority, of English words are 
of Latin origin. Some are the result 
of the time Britain was a Roman prov- 
ince; others were introduced through 
the Christian church. Still more came 
in English from the Norman-French. 
William the : 
Latin the official language of Eng- 
land. In recent times new words are 
constantly being coined chiefly from 
‘Latin and Greek for our new inven- 
tions and developments. In fact, most 
of the vocabulary of modern science 
is of Latin or Greek origin. 
- A still greater number of words of 
Spanish, French, Italian, and Portu- 
guese are of Latin origin, many of 
which make their way into our own 
vocabulary. So, directly or indirectly, 
much of our language is strongly af- 
fected by Latin; and the learning of 
French, Italian, or Spanish becomes 
much easier after a study of Latin. 
The chief reason for studying Latin, 
however, is‘to gain a better knowl- 
edge of English.

tour of the White House. Having spent 
two nights there, they proceeded to 
Arlington National Cemetery, which 
was the most impressive stop to Cin- 
dy. There the group presented a 
wreath on the grave of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy. “The feelings and emo- 
tions of everyone at that time were 
indescribabld; we were all rather 
stunged with the reality we were 
faced with, being there in person and 
realizing how important our country 
was,” stated Cindy. 

The next two days included visits 
to Gettysburg, Pennsylvania; Mount 
Vernon, Virginia; Valley Forge, Penn- 
sylvania; and Princeton, New Jersey, 
just to name a few. 


On Sunday, June 21st, the “fabu-

Five seniors at Elmhurst have been 
honored for their high performance 
on the National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test ((NMSQT) given last 
spring. Each student who is endorsed 
by his school received a formal Let- 
ter of Commendation signed by his 
principal and the president of the 


‘National Merit Scholarship Corpora- 
tion. c 

The Commended students are John 
Dinius, Sue Hardwick, Gary Houston, 
Terri Hatfield, and Jane Grissom. 

John M, Stalnaker, president of the 
‘National Merit Scholarship Corpora- 
tion, said: “Letters of Commendation 
are being awarded to 38,000 students 
throughout the country in recogni- 
tion of their outstanding performance 
on the qualifying test. We wish to 
call attention in this way to their 
high academic achievements. 

“Although they did not reach the 
status of Semifinalists in the current 
Merit Program, they are very capable 
students. The Semifinalists and com- 
mended students together constitute 
about two per cent of all high school 
seniors. This certainly signifies wor- 
thy accomplishment by all these bright 
young people. 

“We urge the Commended students 
to make every effort to attend col- 
lege, and to develop to the fullest 
their promise of future achievement. 
By doing so they will benefit both 
themselves and the nation.” 

The National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation gives recognition to two 
groups of students who achieve high 
scores on the NMSQT. The Semifinal- 
ist group is composed. of the highest- 
scoring students in each state and 
in U.S. territories. Some 14,000 Semi- 
finalists take a second examination 
to establish further their eligibility ot 
become Finalists and to receive con- 
sideration for Merit Scholarships. 

To increase their opportunities to 
obtain financial assistance if they 
need it, the Merit Corporation sends 
the names, home addresses, test 
scores, and proposed college majors of 
all Commended students to the two 
colleges they indicated as their first 
and-second choices at the time they 
took the qualifying test. 

The Commended students were 
among the high school juniors in ap- 
proximately 17,000 schools who took 
the NMSQT last March. The test is 
a three-hour examination that covers 
five separate areas of educational de- 
velopment. It was the first step in 
the tenth annual Merit Program.

For the past few weeks a survey 
has been condueted among the fac- 
ulty to find out how many children 
they have and what the ages of 
these boys and girls are. And now 


the facts have been sorted and the 
following astounding facts are re- 


vealed! 


Altogether our faculty has “102 : 


children, an average of 2.39 children 
a piece (maybe that should be 


pieces). Twenty-two of the children 
are over twenty, so actually there are — 


only one hundred shildren and the 
others are adults. The youngest: child 
is Lica Marie Renkenberger, born 
Wednesday Sept. 30th. ne oldest, 
well — 


Mr. Zimmerman, Dean of ove, has 
four girls and two boys. His family 
is the largest. Boys seem ‘to run in 
quite a few families. Mr. Melchi has 
four boys, ages 3-15; Mr. Werling 


-has five boys, 2 months — 8 years; 


Mrs. Oberlin has four boys 9-17 and 


one girl 16 years old; and Mr. Garett

First year French classes study 
basic conversation and grammar, as 
well as learning something about the 
country and its people. Speaking and 
hearing is very important in learning 
the language. 

In Mr. Vizino’s classes, the stu- 
dents are making scrapbooks of ar- 
ticles about the French people, their 
customs, fashions, and other aspects 
of French life. They are also going 
to study important artists, musicians, 
and scientists of France. 

Many students are interested in 
the formation of a French Club, 
which would include correspondence 
to French students, skits, singing 
folk songs, and parties among its 
activities. As we noted in the last 
issue of the paper, it might be pos- 
sible for Elmhurst to have a French 
Club. 

Teachers Comment 

Both Mrs. Decker and Mr. Vizino 
believe that French is becoming more 
popular. Mrs. Decker said, “France 
and its language appeal to many who 
are selecting a foreign language be- 
cause France has long been regarded 
as a land of adventure and romance 
and because the language is spoken 
in many parts of the world.”

Basketball Terms 
Defined For Fans 


To students unacquainted with 
basketball, this story is dedicated. 
Here are some terms that are used 
in basketball: 


The “dribble” occurs when a player 
bounces the ball on the floor, tapping 
it with one hand. it is a means of ad- 
vaneing the ball down the court. 

A “field goal” is scored when a 
player shoots the ball through the 
basket from above. It counts 2 points. 

A “foul” is a violation of certain 
rules. An opposing player receives 
one or more free throws for each foul. 

The “free throw” is an unhindered 
shot at the basket awarded to a 
fouled player. He shoots from behind 
a foul line. A free throw counts 1 
point. 

A “pivot” is an. attempt to get 
away from an opponent by stepping 
one or more ways with the same 
foot while keeping the other, or pivot, 


foot on the floor. 


“Pass” means to throw the ball to 
a teammate, 

The “press” oceurs when defensive

Spanish Useful Vocational Aid, 
Spelling, Origin Like Enlish 


One of the problems faced by’a high 
school student who intends to go to 
college is which foreign language he 
should take. Here at Elmhurst, one 
has his choice of French, Spanish, or 
Latin. (Some try to include English § 


in this list of foreign languages; but, 


foreign as it may sometimes seem, it 
is our language. 
This year, approximately one hun- 
_ dred thirty students are taking Span- 
ish. It.is an easy language to learn 
compared to other foreign languages, 
at least according to George Suarez, 
who has learned both Spanish and 
English. (Of course, having spoken 
Spanish all his life might make him a 
little prejudice!) -The Spanish_ lan- 
guage is easier, though, in certain re- 


' spects. Spanish words are invariably 


spelled as they sound. In English, we 
find this not to be true nine: times out 
of ten. It would seem that it would 


be easier for an English-speaking per-- 


son to learn to speak Spanish than al- 
most any other language. Many Span- 
ish words sound like English words, 
and many are spelled almost exactly 
as they“are in English. Quite a few 
Spanish words are deived from the 
same Latin and Greek words ds ours 
are. 

Spanish is spoken in isnieal and 
Latin America, except Brazil (where 


Portuguese is spoken); in Spain, of. 


course, in many parts of the Philip- 


pines; in Puerto Rico; and right here . 


in the United States in southwest 
Flordia and Texas. - 

Spanish is an important foreign 
language which can be used in many 
vocational areas such as foreign ser- 
vice; teaching; the Peace Corps; air- 
line jobs—stewardesses, ticket agents, 
ground hostesses, etc.; secretaries in 
offices, both overseas and here in the 

U.S. offices which do foreign work. 

There are many chances here in the 
United States to use Spanish because 
of the great number of Puerto Ri- 
cans, Mexieans, and the Cuban exiles 
who. have immigrated. Here at Elm- 
hurst are a number of native Spanish- 
speaking people, and, of course, we 
have with us our yisitor from Uru- 
guay. 

Mrs. Foelber, who teaches Spanish 
here at Elmhurst, states the value of 
Spanish “broadens interests in other 
people and their way of lfe—better

“We are living in an age of rap- 
idly forming edvelopments and dis- 
coveries in the field of science and 
technology. Many of these advances 
are incorporated in the study of high 
school chemistry and enable the stu- 
dent to stay abreast of new tech- 
niques and knowledge in this area of 
science.’ 

In the laboratory, the student 
learns the importance of both indi- 
vidual and cooperative efforts in per- 
forming various demonstrations and 
experiments. 

High school chemistry provides an 
excellent foundation for students 
lanning careers in such areas as 
engineering, medicine, nursing, tech- 
nicians, home economics, pharmacy, 
and nurmerous other sciences and as- 
soeiated vocations. However, the val- 


ne of chemistry is not restricted to] 
eollege-bound students, as this branch 


of science plays a vital role in our 
everyday lives in the home, in the 
factory, on the farm, and in our 
very existence. Miss Wimmer said 
that she agreed with everything that 
Mr. Gwaltney said, and when asked 
about the new experimental course 
she replied, “It is too early in the 
semester for an evaluation of the 
Chem-study course.”

Before 
taking Algebra I, all~one needs is a 
good background of grade school 
math. and the ability and desire to 
work with higher mathematics. If 
one is on the college prep course, 
two years of mathematics are needed; 
at least one year of this should be 
algebra. If a career in science or 
math is one’s goal, two years of al- 
gebra are necessary, plus additional 
mathematics and science courses. 

Mr. Poor has 114 students, and 
Mr. Hoover has ‘approximately 120 
students taking Algebra II. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Poor, “Algebra is that 
part of mathematics that deals with 
various kinds of numbers, variables, 
functions, an dthe operations which 
may be performed upon them.” Al- 
gebra II is normally taken during the 
junior year, but there are a few soph- 
omores in accelerated mathematics 
taking it this year. Before taking Al- 
gebra Il, it is advised that one should 
have taken Algebra I and plan geom- 
etry previously. 

Algebra has many applications in 
the problems of everyday life such as 
buying, banking, figuring interest, and 
making estimates of values. The stu- 
dent who is planning a career in

engineering, research, statistical anal- 
ysis, or any other field that may in- 
volve math will find that algebra is 
an absolute essential. 


Here are a few comments made by 
algebra students when asked why 
they took algebra and whether they 
liked it: 


Anita Smith: “I’m on the college 
prep course, and I like to work with 
figures. I liked it very much.” 


Teresa Study: “I--want to be a 
mathematician. It’s easy for me— 
my favorite subject.” 

Capital, Goods, Services 

Economics is an integral part of 
the college prep course and is the 
study of how the people of a nation 
make a living. It is a one-semester 
course, but much is packed into those 
short 18 weeks or less. Approximate- 
ly 60 students are taking economics 
here at Elmhurst. 


The course starts with the basic 
terms of economies and defines them, 
then goes on to more specific areas 
such as the Federal Research Sys- 
tem, economic activities of govern- 
ment, (which is vital to all American 
students as potential voters), and in- 
ternational trade. : 

Mr. Weber, Elmhurst’s economics 
teacher, instructs the course more in 
the manner of a college course. The 
student learns to take notes and con- 
dense the important material from 
Mr. Weber’s lectures, with which he}. 
supplements the book material. 

Another important aspect of eco- 
nomics which helps .a student pre- 
pare for college is subjective, or es- 
say-type tests. An average test con- 
sists of around five questions which 
the student is given the period to an- 
swer. Usually, much more time could 
be used to answer each question fully; 
and one must learn to ration his time. 

All this:adds up to a challenging 
and worthwhile course for those who 


are willing to work. And in “econ,” 
as in life as well as college, the in- 
dividual must either rely on his own 
initiative to get along or be left be- 
hind.

Notes On American Field Service Abroad 


Information for interested Candi- 
dates and their Parents. 


Purpose of Americans Abroad - 

It is the purpose of the American 
Field Service Americans Abroad : to 
increase understanding and friendship 
maong the peoples of.the world by 
giving American teenagers the op- 
portunity to live with families in an- 
other country. The AFS _American 
Abroad is a family and school exper- 
jence. It is not a tour. 

There are two phases of AF'S Amer- 
icans Abroad—the Summer Program 
and the School Program. 

Summer Program 

Under the AFS Summer Pears 
American teenagers represent their 
schools, communities and the United 
States while living with families 
abroad for 6 to 10° weeks. In becom- 
ing the “Son” or “daughter” of a 
host family, sharing in its daily life 
and usual summer activities, (which 
in some cases may include attending}, 
school), Summer Program partici- 
pants learn about the life and people 
of another country. The Summer Pro- 
gram takes. place during June, July, 
and August. ; 

School Program _— - 

The purpose and responsibilities of 
the School Program are essentially 
the same as the Summer Program. 
However, in addition to sharing the 
daily life of their host families, School 
Program students enter into the school 
life of a country abroad. 

School Program participants spend 
from 9 to 13 months abroad, depending 
on the host country. 

The School Program takes place in 
the Northern. Hemisphere and the 
Southern Hemisphere. .

Set Your Own Future 
By Planning Now 


Whatever you decide you’d like to 
do for a living, or whatever work you 
think will pay you the kind of salary 
or wages you want, you'll have a bet- 
ter chance to get what you want if 
you start preparing for it now. 

By and large, there are two kinds 
of jobs: (1) those that require a spe- 
cial training or skill and (2) those 
that don’t. People who work can be 
roughly divided into two groups: (1) 
skilled workers and (2) unskilled 
workers. 

Time was when most of the peo- 
ple who worked were unskilled work- 
ers, but those dagé have changed. 
It’s only comparitively recently that 
we've needed skilled workers in great 
numbers. Times have changed so much 
that all of a sudden we find we just 
about have to have specialized train- 
ing of some kind, in addition to a 
good educational background, if 
we're going to get anywhere at all. 
The best jobs — and the best pay — 
go to the people who are specially 
trained for them. 

Start ‘thinking about how you are 
going to make a living. To help you 
decide, you'll want to know what kind 
of work there is to choose from, and 
what jobs pay the best, and what 
kind of business to work for, and 
how to get the special training you’ll 


"|need. Your counselors and teachers 


can give you up-to-date information. 

Money isn’t everything. You’ll find 
that you’ll be happiest when you're 
doing something you like to do, some- 
thing you’re good at. And when peo- 
ple are good at something, they usual- 
ly want to be as good as they can 
be at it. Usually this means special 
training. 


A few suggestions: 


1. Start thinking about your career 
now. Start getting fundamental edu- 
cation early. Don’t worry too much 
for fear that the training you get will 
be wasted later because you might 
get into work that doesn’t call for 
it. It’s bound to come in handy. 


2. If you have the ability and like 
to study, plan on further education 
either in college or in special train- 
ing. 


3. Try to learn a little more about 
the different businesses and indus- 
tries in this country today. Find out 
what they do in the automobile in- 
dustry, or the food industry, or what- 
ever sounds interesting to you. If you 
have ayn of those businesses near by, 
go and yisit them; they usually are 
glad to have visitors. 


4. Try to find out just what people 
who work in the different occupations 
do. 


How to Get Additional Training: 


1. On-the-job training, either infor- 
mal or in educational programs or- 
ganized by employers. 


2. Apprenticeship, journeymen 
training, and other education pro- 
grams sponsored by trade unions. 


3. Private technical institutes, trade, 
and business schools (including cor- 
respondence courses). 


4, Armed services have excellent 


training, but only in a limited number 


of eviilian occupations. 


5. State and Federal programs — 
Department of Agriculture, etc. 


6. Adult evening school classes. 


7. Technical courses at local col- 
lege centers. ‘ 


Although specialized knowledge and 
skills are a must in applying for some 
jobs, many personnel experts place 
75% to 85% of the emphasis on such 
personal qualifications as appearance, 
character, intelligence, dependability, 
and attitude when considering a new 
applicant for a job.

High School Requirements 
Checked For Graduation 


Next spring, when the time to fill 
out programs for next year rolls 
around again, there will be a lot of 
questions floating around concerning 
what subjects to take and just what 
is required to graduate and for col- 
lege. So that students will have more 
time to think ‘about this most impor- 
tant step, the following will give a 

run-down of what is needed for grad- 


As mentioned before, most tests - 
are objective rather than subjective 
and deal with obscure details which 
are in addition to the main point. 
None of this just putting down the 
titles in the material. The few sub- 
jective tests given run about 350 
questions which- the student is not 
expected to finish in the allotted time. 
Take heart, though, because usually 


uation from Elmhurst and what most! only two tests are given a semester— 


colleges require in general. Also, at 
the end are a few hints from kids 
who are at college now concerning 
what they need now and what you 
ean do to lighten the load when you 
get to the halls of ivy. 


First of all, Elmhurst requires 32 
credits to graduate. This does not in- 
clude four required credits of physi- 
caleducation in the freshman and 
sophomore years. The 32 credits must 
contain two major subjects (six cred- 
its) and two minor subjects (four 
credits). Most kids have their majors 
in English and social studies. After 
this year, English will be required all 
four years, so one major will auto- 
matically be English. As for social 
studies, a student usually takes world 
history his sophomore year, U.S. his- 
tory his junior year, and government 
and sociology or economics his senior 
year. If the student has not had world 
history his sophomore year, natural- 
ly he must decide on some other ma- 
jor. 

It is also a state law that one year 
of math and one year of science is 
required. Some students consider bi- 
ology as their science. Chemistry and 
physics are also sciences. A math 
would include Algebra I, plane or sol- 
id geometry, Algebra II, college alge- 
bra, or trigonometry. 

That is all that Elmhurst requires 
for a student to earn his diploma; 
but what about college requirements? 
In general, colleges demand four years 
of English, two years of math, and 
they would like two years of a lan- 
guage other than English, although 
this is not required. Also, two years 
of science is required, and one has to 
be a lab science. (Biology is usually 
used for one science, but it is not con- 
sidered a lab science. Chemistry or 
physics must also be taken.) 

For those students who are plan- 
ning to attend Indiana University or 
Purdue University, both these col- 
leges stipulate the completion of 13-14 
academic units. An academic unit is 
two credits or one full year of a sub- 
ject. 

Besides actual subjects taken, col- 
leges also consider the student’s rank 
in his class and his college boards 
(SAT). The SAT is becoming more 
and more important as it is harder to 
get into a good college because of 
overcrowding, It is generally accept- 
ed, too, that your performance in high 
school will carry over ‘into college. 
If you are absent or tardy a lot, if 
you couldn’t care less if you miss a 
test, if you dont’ make an effort to 
make up lost work, if you don’t work 
in general, chances your habits will 
be the same in ¢ollege. The college 
board will then think twice about 
spending good money on a student 
who probably isn’t worth it. 

Now what can you do to make it 
a little easier when you get to col- 
lege? About 20 former students from 
Elmhurst are attending LU. at the 
campus; and when Mr. Hickhoff and 
Mr. Zimmerman went down recently, 
here is what some of these students 
had to say: 

There is much more writing in eol- 
lege. This is especially true on tests, 
which are more often than not ob- 
jective. The average consists of ‘sev- 
en or eight questions to be answered 
in a two-hour period. Of course, there 
are term papers and other written 
assignments to hand in. Written and 
book reports will average about six 
Reading i is another big 
item. The reading is harder to un- 
derstand — not spelled out as it is 
in high school — and one has to 
learn to concentrate and be conscious 


of what he reads. An average read- 


ing assignment is 50 pages. With a 
load of 15 hours per week ,this means 
750 pages of reading in five days.

Concise Writing 


Listen to an office telephone conver- 
sation, and you may hear something 
like this: “Hello, Mr. James. This is 
Joe Connolly at Ace, Say, we're sor- 
ry about that order. The factory 
shipped to the wrong warehhouse, but 
you'll have the stuff Friday.” 

Now let’s assume that Joe decides 
to write Mr. James instead of calling 
him. The letter will probably tarn 
out something like this: 

“Dear Mr. James: 


Your letter of April 15 requesting 
information on your order has been 
received. 

Our shipments to your warehouse 
are in the normal course made direct- 
ly from the factory, as you know. In 
this instance, however, due to an im- 
proper routing of the invoices, the 
delivery was made to our warehouse. 
We have searched the warehhouse and 
found your entire shipment. 

This is to inform you that we will 
deliver it this Friday. We regret any 
inconvenience this delay may have 
caused you.” 

In going from speaking to writing, 
Joe Connolly appears to be a different 
person. On the phone he was brief 
and to the point; in the letter he 
became stuffy and long-winded, as 
many people tend to do when writing 
up a letter, or even as a student will 
do when writing a composition or 
paper. Sudddenly they start using 
high-flown words and twisted sen- 
tences. And the results either bore 
or confuse their readers. 

Many companies have brought in 
experts to teach employees how to 
write understandable English. Fed- 
eral agencies and the Army and Air 
Force also conduct writing programs. 
Perhaps this reflects an important 
fiaw in our high schools. Regardless, 
though, the problem of clear, simple 
communication is so widespread you 
might conclude that only a specially 
gifted person can write clearly. This 
is not so. 


All you have to do is apply basic; 


rules of god writing. Here are sev- 
eral important ones. 

Remember Your Reading. What 
does the person who is going to read 
your material already know of your 
subject? Don’t use technical terms or 
special jargon unless the reader is 
already familiar with the language 
and has had the proper background 
Equally important is to put down just 

- what the reader wants to now. Many 
letters remain forever  half-read, 
many reports half-understood, because 
the writer was more interested in 
himself than in the reader. : 

Decide What To Say. The un- 
skilled writer frequently thinks sen- 
tence by sentence. By the time he is 
at Sentence 10, he discovers that it 
should have followed Sentence 3. The 
remedy: list your major points be- 
forehand in the sequence that will 
make the most sense, For a short let- 
ter or memo, jot down only the cen- 
tral thoughts. For more extensive 
writing, make an outline. 

Be Brief and Simple. Amateur frit- 
ers too often think that length means 
importance; the longer the letter or 
article, the weightier it seems. 

“The scope of the broad objective 
of this survey was’ primarily to in- 
vestigate and assess the potential in 
Iran for the development of a chem- 
ical industry in the private sector.” 
What is the writer trying to say in 
those 80 words? “The survey’s pri- 
mary objective was to assess the po- 
tential for a private chemical indus- 
try in Iran.” Isn’t that — in 16 words 
— the main thought? The author 
would never have wandered so far 
from his point if he had observed 
these precautions: 

Say It Once, Not Twice. Don’t re- 
peat yourself unless it’s required for 
emphasis. 

Avoid Roundabout Expressions. You | —————__—__—___—_, 
can tighten a sentence by eliminating 
extra words and sometimes by chang- 
ing the verb:from passive to active.

Stick To Familiar Words. This 
does not mean you can’t use words of 
more than three syllables, However, 
don’t use big-words unless they 
en your thought.

NMSQT,PSAT, Lone Trojan Celebrates 
SAT Explained New Year's Day Birth 


It seems that one of the things 
that goes along with school is tests. 
These tests are usually not pleasing, 
but they are helpful and necessary. 


In the fall of the junior year, one 
takes the Preliminary Scholastic Ap- 
titude Test, and then as a senior one 
takes the Scholastic Aptitude Test. 

The PSAT is a preliminary test 
taken as practice to prepare for the 
SAT (Scholastic Aptitude Test). 
PSAT scores range on scales set up 
according to ones sex and grade. Sup- 
pose a junior boy received a score of 
40 in the verbal portion of the test 
and a score of 50 in the math por- 
tion. According to the table of scores, 
he received percentile scores of 76 and 
81. This means that 76% of the na- 
tional sample of all junior boys re- 
ceived verbal scores of less than 40, 
or in other words, if all junior boys 
took the test; approximately 76% 
would receive verbal scores of less 
than 40. Performances on tests will 
vary from day to day, but most of 
the time the score received is within 
three points of a student’s “true 
score,” a score obtained if his ability 
could be measured perfectly. Of 
course, no test is infallible, and a low 
score may not be as bad as it seems. 

SAT scores range on a scale from 
200-800 as compared to the PSAT 
seale of 20-80. If a zero is added to 
one’s junior score and 50 points are 
added, an estimate of one’s senior 
year SAT score can be made. For ex- 
ample, if the score was 45 in the 
PSAT verbal section, a zero is added 
to the end making it 450, then 50 ex- 
tra points are added and the pre- 
dicted score is 500. 

Colleges don’t depend only on your 
SAT score; they take into account 
your school record. Thus, if you did 
very well on your SAT but your past 
school grades aren’t up to par, don’t 
expect too much, It also works the 
opposite way, though. You can’t ex- 
pect a college to accept you just on 
the merits of a few test scores. Most 
colleges, however, ask for the scores 
you receive on the SAT, so be sure 
to take the SAT if you plan to at- 
tend college. 

The National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test is a test, or group of 
tests, designed to give financial aid to 
able students. National Merit Schol- 
arships are financed by the National 
Merit Scholarship Corporation (NM- 
SC) from funds provided by the Ford

Foundation. About 525 National Mer- 
it Scholarships will be offered in the 
1965-66 program. Additional Merit 
Scholarships will be provided by busi- 
nesses, industries, colleges, individu- 
als, ete. — the total number of schol- 
arships depending on the number of 
sponsors. 


Those who receive very high scores 
on their NMSQT are first considered 
for Merit Scholarships offered by the 
NMSC and some may also be con- 
sidered for other scholarships given 
by private organizations. Many col- 
leges and universities consider the 
scores received in the NMSQT in de- 
ciding which students are to receive 
financial aid. 

The test this year may be taken 
either on March 9 or March 13, 1965. 
The winners of Merit Scholarships 
will be announced in April or May 
of 1966. The test, which costs a dol- 
lar, is three hours long and covers 
five areas of education: English us- 
age, mathematics usage, social studies 
reading, natural sciences reading, and 
word usage.

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Cheating Very Important, Last-Minute 


Discussed by 


At the teacher’s meeting held at 
Elmhurst on Monday evening, Janu- 
ary 11, a topic of vital importance to 
all students was discussed: cheating. 
A panel of five students and five 
teachers discussed the subject of 
cheating in high school, and each 
had five minutes to talk on his topic. 
The four topics were “The Causes 
and Reasons for Cheating,” “The 
Methods of Cheating,” “The Char- 
acterization of a Cheater,” and “Pre- 
ventive Measures for Cheating.” One 
student and one teacher each gave 
his views on the topic he was as- 
signed. 

The student members of the panel 
were all seniors, including Jane 
Black, Julie McGregor, Richard 
Baughn, Fred Warner, and Dave Wil- 
liams. Teachers on the panel were 
Mr. Miller, geography and sociology; 
Miss Wimmer, chemistry and Dean of 
Girls; Mrs. Billiard, sophomore Eng- 
lish; Mr. Masterson, physics; and Mr. 
Zimmerman, Dean of Boys. Fred 
Warner and Mr. Miller were modera- 
tors of the panel. 

The practice of cheating, which has 
been notably on the increase in the 
past few years, is of vital importance 
to all students. It hurts the students 
who work hard for their grades when 
the cheaters get good grades just by 
a casual glance at a neighbor’s pa- 
per. What’s more, it hurts the entire 
educational system when it turns out 
kids who have cheated all through 
school — from first grade right up to 
college. It gives all kids a black eye — 
to say nothing of the damage it does 
to our morals in general. Contrary to 
@ popular notion, cheating does not 
usually do real harm to the one who 
practices it. This is because the stu- 
dents who cheat regularly are the 
ones who could get good grades with- 
out cheating but are too lazy or 
would rather “play it cooL” And 
cheating plays havoc with all stu- 
dents’ grades, especially when they 
are on a curve. 

The purpose of the panel discussion 
Monday night was to discuss this 
problem from the student’s point of 
view as well as the teacher’s and 
understand it better. A main reason 
for the difficulty in preventing cheat- 
ing is for the teacher to find. out

which students are doing it. He can- 
not be everywhere at once, and most 
students will not “squeal” because of 
some false moral obligation, although 
the offender may not particularly be 
a friend. Even if a teacher is in- 
formed who is cheating, he must 
catch the student red-handed. Then 
there is always the most effective 
method of dealing with cheating. 
Humiliation? Lower grades? Warn- 
ings first? 

At any rate, something must be 
done about the use of cheating in 
our schools. It is really pitiful to 
think that it usually takes more ef- 
fort and ingenuity to think of a so- 
called “foolproof” way of cheating 
than it does to study in the first 
place. The best remedy for the situ- 
ation, of course, would be for the 
students themselves to rise up 
against these habitual cheaters. But 
how many students will tell a teacher 
or stop another kid from cheating? 
Why not? They don’t want to be 
called a “fink” or a “ratter.” Which 
is more important, being “loyal” to 
the guy who cheats or standing on 
personal principles of morality ? 
From the size of the problem cheat- 
students have become traitors to 
ing poses, it is obvious that many 
their own integrity and ideals of 
what is right. Gives you something 
to think about doesn’t it?

According to a booklet printed by 
the AFS, “How to Sponsor a Foreign 
Student,” the general qualifications of 
an exchange student’s foster home 
are; 

A heart — large enough to share a 
position with another child from an- 
other land for a year — and probably 


_ forever. 


A mind — open to the different life 
and eulture the student will bring 


-with him, Open to accepting him for 


his differences and not for his similar- 
ties. 

And a share of laughter and. gaiety 
to shrink the problems that may come 
up and to aironeshen the bonds of 


~ communication. = 


The financial aren of the family 
is not important. The AFS chapter 
submits $700, collected from contribu- 
tions from organizations and indi-. 


viduals, which covers direct expenses 


-such as the student’s ocean passage, 
personal allowance ($11 per month),~ 
medieal payments, transportation 
within the United States, arrival and 
departure expenses, baggage charges, 
and the bus trip. The Rotary Club 
has agreed to pay for the student’s 
‘school lunches, and the school will 
take care of book fees, activities fees, 
and other miscellaneous expenses of 
a similar nature. 

The student is chosen so that he 
will most easily adopt to his new 
family financially, mentally, and so- 
cially. Every effort is made to in- 
sure the happiness of both the student 
and his foster family during his stay. 
An effort on the part of both parties 
is necessary, though, to insure a 
pleasant and memorable experience. 
Customs, habits, and mannerisms of 
Americans will confuse a foreign, and 
although a student must be able to 
speak English (passably well, not flu- 
ently), our American slang may stop 
him cold, as it even causes some native

On Thursday, March 4, 15 Elm- 
hurst students took the Annual High 
School Mathematics Examination for 
1965. Those parti-

A 
of interest is the fact that 14( 
tons of the ship's 18-inch armor ‘ 
are once again in their count 
service, being utilized by the Ator 
Energy Commission as a radiat 
shield. Indiana University is 
structing a memorial consisting 
| two 40 mm guns and a 40-foot sect 
of the Indiana’s mast. 

Final dismantling of the ship 
curred in October 1964 — a sad 
necessary ending of a fine ship. 
Indiana was a fighting ship and

Here are some of the events of a 
high school track meet and their ex- 
planations: : 

The 1i00-yard, 200-5 (and and 400- 
yard events are sprints. That is, the 
participants cover the distance at top 
speed, 

The high jump and broad jump are 
events in which the athletes leap for 
height or leap for distance. In the 
pole yault, a rod is employed as a 
device for pushing one over a bar. 

The athhlete heaves an iron ball for 
distance in the shot put. 

In a relay, four-man teams compete. 
The first runner carries a baton, a 
small cylinder, around the track and 
gives it to the next runner.

Generally, 
however, they are a pretty good yardstick for measuring how 
much a student has learned. They are not always fair, either. 
But we have no better system of checking up on a student, 
and it is a reasonable assumption to say that the honor 
system would never work. Just ask any teacher. So until a 
beter indicator of measuring knowledge gained is developed, 
we are stuck with the traditional grade system. 


There is a saying that goes, “You can’t buck city hall” 
There’s also another saying: “If you can’t beat ’em, join ’em.” 
Both are applicable in this case. Defying the grade system 
only hurts the defiant, not the defied. The student is the one 
who flunks, not the teachers or principal. And let’s go a 
step further while we’re at-it. As long as we've accepted 
our present system, why not go one up on it by ¢ getting good 
grades? A little effort will make those cranky teachers much 
easier to live with, and the feeling of satisfaction at a grade 
well earned never hurt anyone, either.

If we fail to carry on this attitude, 
our country will change entirely. Fed- 
eral responsibility means federal con- 
trol, and there is no way of avoiding 
it. When we let the federal govern- 
ment take over duties that should be 


ours, we are inviting a AE of free- 


dom. 
As I stated before, this national 


trend of complacency is apparent in 


students and teenagers, too. One of 
the main examples of it is mass con- 
formity. The need to belong often re- 
sults in the loss of individuality. It is 
hard to stop when you want to be 
like everybody else, and it’s equally 
as easy to just follow the crowd. Now 


-I’m not one of those people who say 


we're all juvenile delinquents. I don’t 
mean that conformity always leads to 
trouble with the laws. It can lead to 
trouble when a person loses his own 
ideas, his own principles, his own 
opinions. We must always remember 
that we’re individuals who often act 


“as a group, not vice versa. Individ- 


uality is the most precious possession 
we have, and its loss is irreparable. 
Without it, we would have had no 
great leaders, no great music or art 
or inventions or literature, 
Everyone is different from everyone 


else; and we should not condemn this_ 


difference, but rather encourage it 
toward the best advantage. There is 
no crime in being different, especially 
if the majority is doing wrong. How- 
ever, I would like to point out that it 
is also important to dissent even if 
the subject is a tradition or has al- 
ways been done. For instance, one of 
the editorials in this issue of the Ad- 
vance says that our grading system, 
although not always fair or accurate, 


must bé accepted. Certainly, it must. 


be accepted to get along in any insti- 
tution of learning; but what is wrong, 
if you don’t like it, in saying so and 
then trying to develop a better sys- 
tem? We have to live with some 
things, but we can try to change them 
instead of just griping or whining, 
“Tt’s not fair,” 

It takes character to depart from 


“the general consensus of opinion, 


especially if the opinion is on some- 
thing traditional or an old, estab- 
lished custom. But I think it takes 
just as much, if not more, character 
to accept the gripe until you or some- 
one else can develop a better. way. 
Individuality is a precious quality in- 
deed, but only if it is used for con- 
struction rather than destruction.

The Vocational and Adult Educa- 
tion Division of the FWCS is offer- 
ing many new and improved courses 
this year to interested students. One 
of these new courses is an accelerated 
first year in Tool and Die Apprentice- 
ship. This course is being prepared by 
the National Tool and Die Associa- 
tion, the Bureau of Apprenticeship 
and Training, Employment Security, 
and the FWCS im cooperation with 
the Manpower Development and 
Training Act to upgrade the begin- 
ning tool. and die apprentice. The 
purpose is to give higher caliber 
training and prevent exploitation of 
begining trainees. In the words of 
Jack Bobay, Assistant in Adult Edu- 
cation in the FWCS, “ . . . this pro- 
gram will be one of the pioneers in 
future apprentice training, and the 
type of program a parent or school 
administrator would feel secure in 
recommending his own son or another 
person’s son to enter. A tool and die 
background opens a wide variety of 
avenues to make a living which can be 
both lucrative and satisfying in creat- 
ing a better society.” Prospective stu- 
dents should apply at the Indiana 
Employment Security Division, 315 
East Washington Street, in Ft 
Wayne as soon as possible.

Reorgan izedF or 
Coming Season 


Summer is in Ft. Wayne is ex- 
panding more each year, and the 
number of courses offered is almost 
as large as that offered in the regu- 
lar school-year curriculum. An eager 
student can, if he will sacrifice an 
idle summer, take advantage of al- 
most limitless opportunities to add to 
his knowledge (either in order to take 
additional courses or make the next 
year a little easier or make up a 
course). 

Some changes have also been made 
in Ft. Wayne’s summer school this 
year. The length of time for a course 
has been extended from six to eight 
weeks, and students can also take 
certain courses which previously were 
not available because they were two- 
| semester subjects. Now English, his- 
tory, biology, a foreign language, 
English, chemistry, or algebra can 
be taken in two four-week portions 
of 4-hour classes — first 4 weeks for 
first semester, second 4 weeks for 
second semester. 


Classes offered include classes on 
English (10, 11, 12), public speaking, 
government, economics, world govern- 
ments, history (U. S., world), soci- 
ology, advanced and college algebra, 
algebra 1 and 2, general math, Span- 
ish, French, art, sewing, and biology. 

Also: general science, health, alco- 
hol and narcotics, botany, physical 
geography, chemistry, geometry, 
bookkeeping, typing, auto, drafting, 
electrical work, metal work, trigonom- 
etry, geometry, and general business.
